The Tariff.—We regret to learn by
the late Washington papers, that there
is considerable doubt as to the passage
of the tariff’ bill now, in consequence
of a movement of the Ohio delegation,
Mr. BrinkerHOFF,in in a violent speech,
defined the position of the Ohio delega-
tion, and declared that they would not
support the present tariff' bill, but would
vote for the amendment moved by Mr.
Houncerrorp, of N. Y. The principal
objection to the bill is the proposed tax
on tea and coffee ; they would not vote
for it as a war measure, or to please the
Administration. He stated: also that
the Administration had no claims upon
Ohio ; that she had been neglected in
the distribution of offices; that she was
the third State in the Union, and yet

what had she got from the Administra-
tion? Has she a foreign minister? not
one. A charge? not one. A consul-
ship of the first or second class? not one;
That all these officers are from slave
States.

This movement from those who have
declared themselves the advocates of a
tariffl reform, was unlooked for and
shameful in the extremé; and there is
every probability now that the tariff of
'42 will remain unchanged during the

Fourth of July Celebration.

sion, under command of our fellow-citi-
zen Major Spierin, and in martial array,
a youthful band of patriots, to the num-
ber of forty, from 5 to 12 years of age,
and bearing to the breeze the star span-
gled banner, together with three others,
having the following inscriptions:—
“What our fathers purchased with
their blood, we will defend with our
lives.” ¢ Liberty—the Constitution—
Union.” “ Qur Country’s Hope.”

Under the escort of the Abbeville
Light Infantry, and commanded by Col.
McGowen, Marshal of the Day, the
procession moved, to the sound of
martial music, to the grove near Mrs.
Allen’s spring, whore was found a large
concourse of ladies, comprising the chief
beauty and intelligence of the District,
already congregated, and anxious to ho-
nor the occasion, with their presence
and approving smiles.

Upon a prelude from the Band, Mr.
W. A. Lee, after an eloquent and ap-
propriate preface, read the Declaration
of Independence ; and Hiram Tilman,
Esq.. Orator of the Day, delivered a very
able and patriotic address, which reflect-
ed credit upon himself, and was listened
to with intense interest and pleasure by
the audience. '

The company then partook, mn the
grove, of an excellent barbacued dinner,
handsomly prepared for the occasion by
the Committee of Arrangements; after
which the regular ivasis were read, and
responded to with enthusastic applause,
each toast being followed by a salute
from the caunon, and with appropriate
music from the Band of the McDuffie
Guards.

The Volunteers for the Mexican war,
were special guests of the day, and for
the prompt and patriotic tender of their
services in the hour of their country’s
need, they were greeted again and
again with the hearty cheersand plau-
dits of their fellow-citizens.
